Hon. John W» Kern* the 
brainy 


Indianian who aspires to the govern- 
orship of Indiana and who has been 
battling for two months in this state 
for the 
success of democracy, ad- 


fore the formation of the trust was

Kern arrived in Fort Wayne at 6:29 
and was met at the depot by Hon.

baugh, Judge Allen Zollars, Hon. W, 
U. Colerick and C. H. Worden.

Mr. Ellison was chairman of

could be trusted to properly manage 
the affairs of the state of Indiana. 
He then introduced Mr. Kern, who 
after the applause had subsided, pro-

in the world. So powerful had these 
trusts become that they fixed not 
only the price of their commodities 
to the consumer, but determined also 
how much they should pay to the 
producer for the raw material which 
the trusts used. Men were 
dis 


charged and factories were closed at 
the will of the trust magnate who«e 
office was either in Bos-ton or New 
York.

He told of 
the effect of the trust on the house- 
hold And how the necessities of life 
had gone up in price without a sim- 
ilar increase in wages, 


<1 tan see easily enough," he said, 


"how the sugar trust and all the 
other trusts can support McKinley, 
but God knows I cannot see how the 
man who is compelled to pay so 
much more for the necessaries of his 
household can be for him, John W. 
0atos, president of the barbed wire 
trust, testified before the industrial 


that It!* company be- 


rememlber. 
The trust finally (put the 


price of wire fence so high that farm- 
eis quit buying it, and there was no 
market. 
Then John W, Gates or- 


dered the price cut to $20 a ton, and 
•merchants who had bought at the 
high prices were letft to sell -at a loss. 
We hear cf some merchants who are 
sending in conditional orders—orders 
that are to be canceled in the event 
of Biyau's election. 
They .are very 


very wise in doing that, and I believe 
the sagacious business men iwha are 
giving those ordeis were burned by 
the barbed wire trust. They >ai*e wise 
to make their orders conditional be- 
cause when Bryan is elected they can 
be assured prices will go doiwn and 
the trusts -will be willing to make 
terms with ihem. 
'But if I were a 


republican merchant I wouldn't or* 
der any goods at all in that way, 
I 


would wait uaatil after the election ot 
Bryan, and g€'t the (benefit o'f the 
lower prices, both for myself and my 
customers. 


"It is not long a'f ter a man gets to 


be a millionaire without working for 
his money before he 'becomes dis- 
gusted with the tcom'mon people; 'he 
wants to marry his daughter to a for- 
eign, ncflble; he turns up his nose >at 
ithe militia. You know the Pennsyl- 
vania coal (barons didn't want the 
militia called out in ithe strike. They 
wanted something stronger, because 
they knew the militiamen had rela- 
tives in the mines and factories, and 
had sympathy for starving men. Oh, 
no, ithey want an army of disclipined 
•men, and when they get that kind of 
an army the working-man will not 
dare to raise his voice in protest 
against their oppression. 


"Now they are saying a lot in this 


campaign about our prosperity. Why, 
they say we are loaning money to 
Germany, and to Russia, and tto all 
df Europe, 
I was in Watoash (a 'few 


days ago, and I heard a man on the 
street, who had only one suspender, 
fastened with a nail, to hold up his 
trousers, and a torn h'at and twornout 
shoes, telling ho-w 'we' were leaning 
money to Europe. 
Is there «any man 


here who has lo-aned money to Eu- 
rope? 
Have any of your employers 


loaned money in Europe? 
No, the 


men who are loaning money in Eu- 
rope are the trust magnates, fwho 
wrung th'at money from you and 
from your families. 
If this country 


is so prosperous, why do not these 
men, a'fter they have got this money 
¥ ram you, why do they not invest it 
here in farm landsP 
'Oh, no,' they 


say, there are other trusts, and tihey 
charge too much for farming imple- 
ments, and. cut down profits. There*? 
no money in farming.' 
Why don^t 


they invest their money in manufac- 
turing plants? 
If the industries 'are 


so prosperous why do they prefer to 
loan their money to the mamrchs and 
the barons of Europe? That is ithetr 
idea oif prosperity. 
'Our idfca, the 


democratic idea of prosperity is to 
leave the -dollars amonig the Ameri- 
can people, invested in our farms, our 
factories, -and that when the working 
man has a dollar it should be left to 
him and 'his family. 
We want to 


leave the m'oney at home to make 
work for our workmen. 


"But, they tell us that the average 


wealth has increased. 
When they 


say th*at you can picture "Mr. Vanider* 
Wit, worth $100,000,000, getting 
about him ninety-nine workingmen 
whom the trusts have thrown out of 
work, or perhaps 
there are some 


traveling men among them in the 
same condition. They are all out of 
work, but Mr. Vanderibil't looks about 
them, puffs himself tip and says: 
'Well, we're mighty prosperous, ain't 
we? 
And the others a»k what he 


means, and he says, 'Well, there are 
an even, hundred of us here and we 
have, all told, one hundred million 
dollars. Ain't that 'a million dollars 
apiece?1 
Prosperity is measured not 


only by what you get but -by what 
you have to pay for your subsistence. 
Let the mechanic a»d the fatfmer 
figure out what he *krns> and then 
what 'his living caste, 'and see what 
his dividend will be. 
Even though 


temporarily you may *be -better off 
than you were some years ago, I in- 
sist that no people can foe free or 
permanently prosperous with the 
poiwer of the trust suspended over 
them, holding in its hand the power 
to «ay what wage the iron dball re- 


ceive and what tfcey shall pay for 
what they eat and wear. 
They tell 


you you have * full dinner pail now. 
Well ,1 will not deny that the dinner 
pail is tolerably full, but I do insist 
that from the tin of which the pail 
Is made, to the food it 'contains, you 
have paid tribute to some trust or 
other. 


"The workingmen of this country 


are told they must not talk politics 
so long as their dinner pails are full. 
If you, my workingman friend, dare 
to say that you do not believe taxa- 
tion without representation is right 
in Porto Bico, you are met by the re- 
ply, 'What do you care so long as 
your stomach is full?' 
If you, my 


old soldier friend, who with Hooker 
stormed Lookout Mountain, dare to 
say you do not believe in slavery in 
Sulu under the American flag, they 
reply, 'What do you care so long as 
your stomach is full?' I am not so 
young but that I remember the argu- 
ments of the southern slave holders, 
who, 
when arguing with an aboli- 


tionist, would say, 'Look at ray nig- 
'gers. 
They're fat and sleek 
and 


greasy. They're fed three times a 
day, get clothes enough to wear, get 
their doctor bills paid, and are not 
troubled about how the government 
runs. Let them alone; they're better 
oif as it is. All they've got to do is 
to eat and sleep and work.' 


"Today we see the American work- 


ingman, bright-eyed, manly, inde- 
pendent, studying, when his day's 
work is over, the political issues of 
the day, and the trust says to him 
'What do you want to know aboui 
politics? 
Don't get 
to 
thinking, 


Your stomach's full and all you'v 
got to do is to eat and sleep 
and 


work,' the old slave owner's argu- 
ment over again. Have you a little 
boy at home? Are you going to giv< 
him a good education? Why shoul< 
you do it if in the future all he ha: 
to do is to eat and sleep and work 
Why waste money on schools? Oh, 
workingmen of Fort Wayne, I ap- 
peal to you, as you love your wive! 
and children, to rise in your majesty 
and strength and 
wrath 
on nex 


Tuesday and rebuke 
the 
insolent 


charge that you have no aspirations 
higher than 
the cravings of your 


stomach. 


"The element that makes this ar- 


gument has grown powerful and in- 
solent. It is telling you this weejt, 
when it finds the full dinner pail ar- 
gument does not appeal, that you 
dare not vote for Bryan, and it will 
bring on a money panic, for it has 
the money and money is power—and 
the money was wrung from 
you. 


That threat was made twice in our 
history. The last time was in 1896 
The first time was in 1831. 
The 


oioney power then was small com- 
pared to what it is now, but it was 
none the less grasping. There were 
issues' then that the 
money power 


wanted settled itsi way, which Old 
Hickory Jackson wanted settled the 
people's way. The money power sent 
its representatives to President Jack- 
son and warned him to be careful

or they- would bring on a money 
panic. They told him they had the 
money and the power and would do 
it. The eyes of Old Hickory flashed 
fire at this, and he said: *If you've 
got that power you've got a d—d 
sight more power than any man or 
s«t of men ought to have, and by the 
eternal, when the election comes I'll 
see if we can't strip 
you of that 


power.' He appealed to the country 
>nd that power was broken, for he 
was almost unanimously re-elected 
president. I believe there is enough 
virtue and patriotism in this country 
to repeat that verdict of 1832. To- 
day a mighty power dares you as a 
small power dared Jackson, and I 
appeal to 
you, 
workmgmen and 


fanners, when you go into the ballot 
box,

Mr. Kern took up the new issues 


and said the administration is as- 
serting in Porto Bico the same doc- 
trine George III. asserted in America 
and in the Philippines the same doc- 
trine British armies tried to force 
upon this country.

said, reads almost exactly like the 
speech of Xerxes to his army, made 
450 years before* Christ. 
Xerxes 


mustered the mightiest 
army the 


world had ever known, yet at the 
pass of Thermopylae he suffered a 
terrible disaster 
at the 
hands of 


Leonidas and his 
three 
hundred. 


The name of Leonidas lives green 
and fresh, while that of Xerxes is 
almost forgotten, 
Alexander 
fol- 


lowed Xerxes in his dream of mani- 
fest destiny and like him went to 
oblivion and disgrace. We are tread- 
ing in the very path against which 
George Washington warned us. Mr, 
Kern said our title to the Philippines 
is no more sound than would have 
been the title of France if, after with 
her assistance we had attained our 
independence, she had bought the 
colonies from 
England. 
Senator 


Beveridge is exciting the cupidity of 
the trusts by telling of the wealth 
of the Philippines, and when asked 
for an explanation of our moral right 
to take them, waves the question 
aside and declares we are trustees 
under God. He says we will control 
the trade of the orient, but he*does 
not explain that the syndicates of

ROBBERS AT WORK. 


Bellefontaine, Ohio, Oct. 30,—Rob- 


bers raided the town of Roundhead, 
fourteen miles northeast of here, 
early today. 
They dynamited sev-

THE COST OF CAMPAIGNS, 


I Kansas City Star,! 


SeverftJ million dollars 
will 
be 


spent this year to elect a president. 
Just how many 
millions nobody 


knows except the men in charge, and 
they are cautious about telling. 
It 


is probable that the popular notions 
on the subject are exaggerated. 


Four years ago the estimates of the 


money gathered by Chairman Hanna 
alone ran as high as twenty million 


dollars. Senator H* C* Lodge, who 
stands high in the councils of the re- 
publican, party, declares that both 
national committees together did not 
spend more than six millions. How- 
ever that may be, even six million 
dollars is an enormous sum to be 
spent in a canvass lasting only three 
or four months. 
* 


A writer in the World's Work has 


gathered some interesting figures of 
the amounts spent in the campaigns 
since 1860. The expenses of the na- 
tional convention that 
nominated 


Lincoln, including the cost of head- 
quarters, music and fares of dele- 
gates, were only 18700, 
and four 


years later $100,000 covered all the 
election expenses of the republican 
party. 


Samuel J. Tildea was the first po- 


litical leader to introduce business 
methods into the canvass. 
He de- 


cided that too much reliance 
had 


been put on enthusiasm, and so IIP 
planned a systematic canvass which 
brought the committee into contact 
with every doubtful voter. This was 
costly and in 1870 it is estimated 
that the campaign managers spent 
$800,000. 


Prom that time the amount 
in- 


cieased riteadily. A million and a 
half was spent on the Blaine-Cleve- 
land canvass, about $300,000 more 
four years later, and two millions in 
1892. 
Marshall Jewell, Chester A> 


Arthur and Levi P. Morton had the 
reputation of first-class beggais, but 
Mr. Hnnna probably holds the palm. 
Mr. Morton w?s credited with col- 
lecMng $300,000 within twenty-four 
hours. Ke prepared a li?t of wealthy 
men and put opposite the name of 
each the sum he ought to give, and 
the amount was usually handed over. 


Among the heivy contributors to 


campaign funds have been 
W. C. 


Whitney, W. L. Scott, 0, H. Payne 
and A. S. Hewitt, each of whom is 
believed to have given $100,000 to- 
wcrds the election of Mr. Cleveland 
in J884. 
Mr. Blraue 
himself 
is 


ciedited with contributing- $£5.000 
and later advancing $100,000, to be 
repaid after election, but which he 
never received. His committea chair* 
man, B. P. Jones, the steel manu- 
facturer, is supposed to have made 
good a deficit of $115.000 
at the 


close of the campaign. 


In 1888, while W. C. Whitney, C. 


C. Baldwin and E. C. Benedict were 
liberal democratic contributors, W. 
L. Scott is said to have made the 
banner gift of a quarter of a million 
dollars. Senator Brice, chairman of 
the national committee, paid $200,- 
000 from his own pocket to settle 
outstanding bills. Pour days before 
the election Senator Quay, who was 
in charge for the republicans, ap- 
pealed to Thomas C. Platt for $200,- 
000. 
The New York boss protested, 


but finally discounted a note for that 
amount, indorsed by Collis P. Hunt- 
ington* 
The largest contributor to 


the republican fund four years ago 
was William K, 
Vanderbilt, 
who 


voluntarily sent his check for $150,- 
000 late in the canvass, 


With the introduction of the secret 


ballot 
system 
opportunities 
for 


bribery have been curtailed. Since 
1888 there has been no such scandal 
as when the republican and demo- 
cratic managers sent $300,000 into 
Indiana within a few days of the 
election. The legitimate expenses of 
the canvass are heavy* 
Expensive 


headquarters are 
maintained 
and 


enormous sums are spent for litera- 
ture and speakers, 
The polling of 


doubtful states is a costly business, 


too. 
It is said that such a poll of 


Iowa in 1896 cost $200,000. There 
are parades 
and 
spectacular de- 


monstrations to be figured on 
be- 


sides. 


The expenditure of 
such 
large 


sums on a political canvass is un- 
fortunate, to say the least. The pos- 
session of the funds is in itself a 
temptation to use the,jn for^corrupt^ 
ing voter*. The money is withdrawn 
from profitable 
investment* 
and, 


while it is soon put 
in circulation 


again, it is paid out in return for 
labor that produces no lasting ma- 
terial benefit to 
the 
community. 


Furthermore, the 
party 
is under 


heavy obligations to the large con- 
tributors, who are in a position to 
dictate its legislation in many lines. 


One of the heaviest handicaps to 


the republican party at present is the 
fact that large numbers of people 
feel that its political 
obligations 


will not permit it to deal justly with 
.organized, wealth.

DEMAND FOB GRAIN OARS, 


Notwithstanding the statements to 


the contrary, the grain movement 
from Chicago, Peoria and St. Louis in 
the month of October has been in ex< 
cess of expectations. On November 1 
the advance in rates to the seaboaid 
from the points named are to go into 
effect, on the basing rate of seventeen 
and one-h'alf cents> per 100 pounds, 
Chicago to New York, or about nine 
and erne-half cerits a bushel. On the 
higher rate not much grain will be 
moved by all-rail just now because 
there will be old low-price contracts 
to clean up, which will extend into 
November, and the high rate will 
hardly be felt before Dec. 1. By mak- 
ing the all-rail nine and one-half 
cents 'a bushel the roads 'are more 
than doubling the lake and rail rate 
from Chicago to New York, which is 
about four and one-half cents. At 
present there is a heavy movement 
of the new corn crop, while of oats

SCORES OF PEOPLE ARE MISSING 


New York, 
Oct. 30.—Although 


force of three hundred men worked 
nil night 011 the ruins of the prop- 
erty destroyed by the explosion in 
Tarrant & Co.'s drug store yester- 
day, and were relieved by more than 
a thousand men 
at daylight, 
the 


search has not resulted in the discov- 
ery of any dead bodies up to 12:30 
today, twenty-four hours after the 
explosion occurred. The list of miss- 
ing numbers thirty-eight, but it is 
believed that many of these will be 
found, during1 the day.

SEARCHED ALL NIGHT. 


New York. Oct. 30.—A11 night long 


a, gang of several hundred laborers 
were at work among the ruins caused 
by the explosions in the building- oc- 
cupied by Tarrant & Co. 
It is not 


believed that the list of dead will ex- 
ceed thirty and some estimates place 
the total dead at below twenty. One 
hundred and twenty-seven injured 
persons were received at the hospi- 
tals and of this number over a score 
•were discharged after their wounds 
had been dressed. 
The list of miss- 


ing was large at first, but many of 
those supposed tu have been buried 
in tlie ruins have been accounted for 
and as far as known not more than 
twenty-five persons are missing this 
morning. The property loss is var-

DEMAND FOR GRAIN CARS. 


Notwithstanding the statements to 


the contrary, the grain movement 
from Chicago, Peorin and St. Louis in 
the month of October has been in ex- 
cess of expectations. On November 1 
the advance in 'rates to the seaboard 
from tho points named are to go into 
effect, on the basing rate of sev.enteen 
and one-half cents per 100 poun'ds. 
Chicago to New York, or about nine 
and oiie-hnlf cents a bushel. On the 
higher rate not much grain will be 
moved by all-rail just now because 
there will be old low-price contracts 
to clean up, which will extend into 
November, and the high rate will 
hardly be felt before Dec. 1. By mak- 
ing1 the all-vail nine 'and one-half 
cents 'a bushel the roads are more 
than doubling the lake and rail rate 
from Chicago to New York, which is 
about four and one-half cents. At 
present there is a heavy movement 
of the new corn, crop, while of oats 
and wheat in Central Traffic associa- 
tion territory, especially, the quan- 
tity moving is light; still, the car 
question 
controls 
the 
situation. 


Traffic officials of railroads operating 
west of the Mississippi river are us- 
ing their ustmost endeavors to pre- 
vent a freight car famine, and at 
present a loud cry for grain cars is 
heard in the northwest. In -the ex- 
treme north-west the roads are unable 
to supply the demand for rolling 
stock. The situation at Tacoma and 
Spok.inc is said to be critical. The 
elevators -at -the former place 
are 


filled with about 4,000,000 bushels 
of grain, awaiting shipment to east- 
ern and foreign markets.
